A LAND OF LAWS 


No other nation on earth has as 
many laws as America and, ac- 
cording to statustics, no other na- 
tion 1s as lawless. Every year, 
year in and year out, 48 legisla- 
tures in as many states meet and 
enact new laws, and every year 
a national congress meets and 
does the sarne thing. 

What the average Grayling 
taxpayer can't understand us why 
so Many new laws are necessary, 
or would be necessary, if the old 
ones were enforced.
